The massive authorization 
m easure was approved on a 
234 to 127 roll call vole Thurs­ 
day and sent to the Senate 
where a subcommittee is con­ 
sidering a different $7.5 bil­ 
lion three-year bill.

Opportunity programs for two 
y e a r s 
with 
emphasis 
on 
sharply stepped up spending 
for the Head Start pre school 
program. It would also trans­ 
fer the legal service program 
for the poor to a private cor­ 
poration with new restriction^ 
on how it may represent the 
needy. 
The Senate m easure how­ 
ever would authorize $6 bil­ 
lion over two years for OEO 
program s and then add ano­ 
ther $1.5 billion starting July 
1, 1973, for a program of day 
care centers with numerous

services free to the very poor, 
and a graduated fee system 
for ethers. 
Nixon on Dec. 9 vetoed a 
bill 
sim ilar 
to 
the 
Senate 
m easure. He objected to the 
cost and sweep of child care 
services and lack of authority 
to appoint all of the 15 m em ­ 
bers of the board of directors 
that would run the new Legal 
Services corporation. 
T h e H o u s e m e a s u r e 
dropped the program of day 
care centers, but called for $1 
billion for Head Start com­ 
pared to the $396 million Ni­ 
xon asked for it for fiscal 
1973. The bill also would re­ 
quire that Nixon choose nine 
of the 15 legal service direc­ 
tors from lists submitted by 
private groups, including the 
poor. 
Nixon had proposed OEO 
programs 
be extended

years, unchanged, with a $4.1 
billion authorization; but the 
House rejected that on a 206 
to 159 recorded vote Thurs­ 
day. It also rejected, on a 60 
to 26 standing vote, a move to

At the sam e time, the com­ 
m entary declared that “ the

friendly towards the Ameri­ 
can people.” 
T h e M a n d a r i n dialect 
broadcast was identical to a 
com mentary carried earlier 
in the day in the overseas 
English language service of 
the New China News Agency 
(NCNA), an official news or­ 
ganization under the direct 
operational 
control 
of 
Pre­ 
mier Chou Enlai’s state coun­ 
cil cabinet. 
In addition to Nixon’s leng­ 


thy foreign policy report of 
Feb. 9, the com mentary also 
referred to a Feb. 15 report 
to Congress by Defense Se­ 
cretary Melvin C. Laird. 
“ Complementing each oth­ 
er, the two reports make it 
plain that the oreign policy 
of U.S. imperialism remains 
to be one of global aggression 
and power politics backed by 
strength,” 
the 
com mentary 
said. 
The 
com mentary 
touched 
on all the main issues such as 
the Vietnam War and areas 
such as China covered in the 
reports by Nixon and Laird. 
“ Referring to China,” the 


com mentary said, “ U.S. im­ 
perialism 
has 
no 
wish 
to 
change its hostile position to­ 
wards China." 
NCNA also commented on 
American foreign policy con­ 
cerning the Middle East and 
r e l a t i o n s with the Soviet 
Union. 
“The time has gone when 
one superpower or two super­ 
powers could conspire to rule 
the fate of other countries at 
will. The internal affairs of 
each country must be settled 
by its own people. The affairs 
between countries 
must 
be 
settled by the countnes con­ 
cerned,” it said. 


On 
Indochina, 
the 
news 
a g e n c y said that 
recent 
American bombing attacks in 
North Vietnam proved Nixon 
has not changed his policy of 
aggression. 
“ U.S. imperialism is irrevo­ 
cably doomed to defeat on the 
battlefield of Vietnam and In­ 
dochina as a whole. If the 
U.S. government really wants 
to seek peace, it must accept 
the 
seven-point

pro­ 
posal” of the Viet Cong, it said. 
The agency said the Ameri­ 
cans must stop all military 
activities against the people 
in Indochina before peace can 
be reached.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)— 
The California Supreme Court 
was expected to strike down 
the death penalty today in the 
state with the nation’s iaigest 
death row. 
The decision was to be an­ 
nounced today from the court’s 
San Francisco headquarters. 
An 
unofficial 
moratorium 
has been 
in effect on 
the 
death penalty all over the 
United States for more than 
four years. The last U.S. exe­ 
cution occurred in Colorado 
June 2, 1967. 
The 
U.S. 
Supreme 
Court 
also has the m atter under ad­ 
visement and a decision is ex­ 
pected within two months. 
There now are a record 106 
persons condemned to die in 
San Quentin prison’s apple- 
green gas chamber. The last 
man to die there was Aaron 
Mitchell, killer of a police­ 
man, who was executed in 
April, 1967. 
There have been 502 exec- 
tions in California since 1893, 
215 by hanging at San Quen­ 
tin. 93 by hanging at Folsom 
and 194 by gas in San Quen­ 
tin. Prior to that time execu­ 
tions were 
carried 
out by 
county sheriffs. 
Of those gassed, four were 
women. 
Nine stub s presently have 
no death penalty and another 
five have abolished it as a 
general penalty for first de­ 
gree murder. 
Many 
other 
stales 
retain 
the death penalty on their sta­ 
tute books but haven’t exer­ 
cised it in decades. 
A bill to abolish the death 
penalty 
has 
failed 
several 
times in the California legis­ 
lature. 
Prof. Anthony G. Amster­ 
dam of the Stanford Univers­ 
ity Law School led the argu­ 
ments against capital punish­ 
ment before both the Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court Jan. 6 and 
the U.S. Supreme Court Jan. 
17.

Surpasses U.S. M ilitary 
Russ To Dominate 
World of Science? 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—The 
Soviet Union believes it will 
dominate science in the 21st 
century and has already sur­ 
passed the United States in 
many areas of military tech­ 
nology, according to Dr. John 
S. Foster, the Pentagon’s top 
scientist. 
Foster, the Pentagon's third- 
ranking civilian official, de­ 
livered his annual report to 
Congress Thursday in support 
of the adm inistration’s budget 
requesting $7.2 billion for mi­ 
litary 
research 
and 
devel­ 
opment—a 16 per cent 
in­ 
crease over last year. 
In his report he cited a wi­ 
dening "technology gap," and 
said, "We remain convinced 
that our current U.S. tech-

1960s the United States had 
roughly a two-year technolo­ 
gical lead over the Soviets, 
but the lead had now virtually 
disanpeared. 
Military research leads to 
the weapons of tomorrow so 
that the nation that takes the 
technological lead can be ex­ 
pected to take the lead , in 
weaponry, 
defense 
officials 
have said. Furtherm ore, the 
Soviet Union does not publish 
as much information on its 
m ilitary research and plans 
as the United States. 
Therefore 
Pentagon 
offi­ 
cials feel that even with a 
lead in technology they oper­ 
ate at a certain disadvantage 
because they know less about 
what is going on inside Soviet 
laboratories than the Soviets 
know about what western la­ 
boratories are doing. 
This means American mi­ 
litary 
scientists 
have 
little 
knowledge of what types of 
weapons they eventually must 
c o u n t e r , while American 
planning on ICBMs, Polaris 
submarines and other wea­ 
pons is in the public print 
long 
before 
U.S. 
scientists 
and engineers have finished 
polishing up their ideas. 
Foster gave a long list of 
weapons areas where he felt 
the equipment now used by 
the Soviets was better techno­ 
logically than U.S. weapons. 
these included 
surface-to- 
air 
missiles 
(SAMs), 
short 
range surface-to-surface mis­ 
siles, antiaircraft guns, anti- 
ship missiles and surface at­ 
tack ships, excluding carriers 
of which the Soviet Union has 
none. 
He said the Soviets were 
about equal 
to 
the United 
States in tanks, antitank wea­ 
pons, 
small arm s, 
satellite 
t rat king systems and satellite 
navigation systems. 


He had a longer list 
of 
areas where the United States 
still retained its lead. It in­ 
cluded 
long-range 
bombers, 
submarines, 1CBM guidance 
systems and aids for punte­ 
rai ing Soviet 
defenses, sen­ 
sors and aircraft for detecting 
subs, and satellite 
commu­ 
nications.

The proposal, contained in 


a report to the legislature, 
calls for a new system of tax­ 
ing commercial trucks based 


on their loaded weight. 


Truck 
fees currently 
are 
based on empty weight and 
pickups are usually charged 
for a commercial license even 
if they are not used for busi­ 
ness purposes. 


Under the current system, 
a spokesman for the DMV 
said virtually the only way a 
pickup truck owner can avoid 
buying a commercial license 
is to promise “ he won’t carry 
anything in it except a set of 
golf clubs.” 


The empty-weight system, is 
supposed to make truck own­ 
ers pay license fees based on 


the amount of road wear they 
cause. 


But Robert Cozens, director 
of the DMV, recently said the 
system doesn’t make sense 
because “ two flatbed trucks 
may 
weigh the sam e em pty, 
yet one may be routinely ased 
to haul styrofoam and the 
other to haul steel ingots.” 


Under the new proposal, the 
savings to pickup truck own­ 
ers would come because ve­ 
hicles 
under 
8,000 
pounds 
would not have to be com­ 
mercially licensed. 


The departm ent said the 
minimum extra 
fee for 
a 
commercial pickup license is 
$17 dollars and there are 1.2 
million of 
the 
vehicles 
li­ 
censed in California. 
The loss of revenue from, 
exempting all lighter trucks 
would total $26 million and 
the study suggests that one 
way to make up the money 
would be to apply an “ across- 
the-board registration fee in­ 
crease of $1 or $2 to all ve­ 
hicles.”

WASHINGTON (U P I)-T he 


Senate 
Banking 
Committee 


has approved a major revi­ 


sion of the nation’s housing 
laws which would try to bring 
poor and middle-income fa­ 
milies together in new gov­ 
ernment-aided 
housing 
pro­ 
jects. 


The 
measure which would 
consolidate the numerous and 
narrowly drawn housing aid 
program s into the big “ pot” 
from which mayors can draw 
funds, would also: 


—Provide close to $6 billion 
over the next two 
years for 
housing assistance. 


—Create a subsidy to help 
failing urban transit systems 
meet their operating deficits 
as well as their costs in buy­ 
ing 
news buses or subway 
cars. 


—Require George Rornney, 
Secretary of Housing and Ur- 
b a n 
Development, 
to 
set 
maximum settlement costs al­ 
lowable on most mortgages in 
an effort to reduce the cur­ 


rently high fees which face 
people 
when 
they 
buy 
a 
home. 
To provide for “economic 
integration” 
in 
federally 
aided housing, the bill would 
specify that at least one fifth 
of all units in a project go to 
low income 
families. 
Units 
would also be set aside for fa­ 
milies whose income is al­ 
most as high as the average 
income of the community. 
Public housing rents would 
fall under the bill. Half of 
public housing families now 


pay more than 25 per cent of 
their income in rent. The bill 
would fix 25 per cent as the 
maximum rental and provide 
a rental equal to the cost only 
of the utilities bill for the poor­ 
est families. 
The measure would reject 
the revenue sharing concept 
Rornney 
sought, 
but 
con­ 
solidate urban renewal, w ater 
and sewer, open spaces and 
neighborhood 
facilities 
pro­ 
gram s into one fund.

Prem ier Chou En-lai will 
head the welcoming reception 
for Nixon at Peking Airport

The President spent mot of 
his time en route to Hawaii 
Thursday conferring on the 
plane with national security 
affairs advisers Henry A. Kis­ 
singer and Secretary of State 
William C. Rogers, his two 
chief foreign policy advisers 
on the trip. 
While the agenda has not 
yet been set, the secret meet­ 
ings in China were expected 
to cover 
a 
range of con­ 
troversial 
problems 
which 
have separated the two na­ 
tions, particularly Taiwan and 
the Vietnam war. 
The philosophical part of 
the conservations 
were 
ex­ 
pected to dwell on ways to re­ 
lax tension between the two 
countries after 22 years of 
cold war hostility. 
Kbullient about the trip for 
weeks, 
Nixon

ence: “This trip should not he 
one which would create very 
great optimism or very great 
pessimism. 
Much of the trip, including

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Alcohol Said Most Abused Drug 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A l­ 


cohol is the most abused drug 


in 
the 
United 
States, 
the 


Health, Education & Welfare 


Department (HEW) told Con­ 


gress today in the govern­ 
ment’s first annual report on 


alcohol and health. 


There are now 9 million al­ 
coholics or problem drinkers 
in America —almost 10 per 
cent of the work force —and 
alcoholism 
is 
an 
epidemic 
among American Indians, ac­ 
cording to the report sub­ 
mitted 
under 
a 
new 
law 
drafted by Sen. Harold E. 
Hughes, D-Iowa, a reformed 
alcoholic. 


It said the problem causes 
28,000 traffic deaths a year 
and drains the economy of $15 
billion annually. 


The report contained these 
observations from Dr. Merlin 
K. DuVal, assistant secretary 


for health and 
science 
at 
HEW: 
“ While we are horrified by 
the abuse of such drugs as 
hallucinogens, narcotics and 
stimulants by our youth, we 
pay little heed to the most 
abused drug of them all — al­ 
cohol. 
“ When this nation became 
concerned 
about 
drug 
use 
among the young, the public 
was finally forced to recog­ 
nize that adult use of alcohol 
—a central nervous system 
drug which we use as a social 
beverage —is 
actually 
the 
major drug problem in this 
c o u n t r y and that young 
people learn from imitation 
an d 
identification 
with 
adults.” 
Alcohol does have medicinal 
value, said Dr. Morris E. 
Chafetz, director of the new 
National Institute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, in an 
introduction. It may be pres­ 


cribed as a mild relaxant for 
a g e d 
a nd 
convalescent 
patients, used as an occasion­ 
al remedy for insomnia or as 
a stimulant for lagging appe­ 
tite and digestion, or even for 
the relief of pain, he said. 
Shortens Life 


But alcohol abusers shorten 
their life span by 10 to 12 
years, DuVal added. Both he 
and Charetz are medical doc­ 
tors. 
The 121-page report defines 
alcohol abuse as repeated epi­ 
sodes of intoxication or heavy 
drinking, or consistent use to 
ccpe with life’s problems. An 
alcoholic 
“ needs 
to 
drink, 


even though he may know the 
potential destructive behavior 
of his consequences,” it said. 
An 11-member task force, 
headed by Chafetz and includ­ 
ing six 
persons 
who 
deal 
regularly with alcoholics, re­ 
ported these other findings: 
—Among American Indians 
alcoholism is at an epidemic 
level, a rate of at least 10 per 
cent of the Indian population 
an twice as high as the na­ 
tional average. On some re­ 
servations as many as one 
fourth to half the Indians are 
alcoholics. 
—Public 
drunkenness ac­ 
counts for 2.5 million arrests 


- one third of all arrests an­ 
nually —at a cost of $100 mil­ 
lion just for the arrest and 
imprisonment proceedings. 


—Illnesses associated with 
alcohol abuse include emo­ 
tional disorders and chronic 
progressive diseases of the 
nervous systems and of the li­ 
ver, heart, muscles, intestines 
and other body organs and 
tissues. 
—Many public and private 
hospitals still refuse to treat 
alcoholics 
despite 
contrary 
positions taken by the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association and 
American Hospital 
Associa­ 
tion. 


Nader For 
Legalizing 
Marijuana 


OGDEN, Utah (UPI)—Ralph 
Nader told a cheering college 
audience that the legalization 
of 
marijuana 
should occur 
within four years and he’s for 
it. 
T h e consumer advocate 
said studies show marijuana 
to be less harmful than alco­ 
hol in a talk to 2,000 students 
Wednesday night at Weber 
State College.

Angela Davis Trial 
To Start Feb. 28, 
May Last 6 Months 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (U PI)—A 
judge ended the pretrial pro­ 
ceedings in the Angela Davis 
case Thursday by brushing 
aside a series of final defense 
motions and setting a trial 
date of Feb. 28.

Superior Court Judge Rich­ 
ard E. Arnason denied de­ 
fense requests for a second 
change of venue, refused to 
order the state to help pay 
Miss Davis’ legal expenses, 
and turned down a motion to 
have the jury picked from the 
population at large. 
T h e j u d g e granted a 
request that any dossiers of 
prospective jurors that was 
compiled by the FBI 
or CIA 
be turned over to the defense. 
M a n y residents of 
Santa 
Clara County are employed in 
the aerospace industry which 
requires such dossiers for se­ 


curity reasons. 
“ I was gratified he granted 
one of our motions,” Moore 
said after the hearing.

Davis, 
the

UCLA philosophy instructor, i 
has been awaiting trial on | 
murder,

spiracv charges since the FB I

arrested her in New York in 
October, 1970. 
Miss Davis, 28, was extra­ 
dited to Marin County, where 
she was charged with supply­ 
ing the guns used in a shoot­ 
ing in which a judge and 
three others died. Her pret­ 
rial maneuvering began 13 
months ago and is the longest 
such proceeding in California 
history. 
Her case was transferred to 
Santa Clara County recently 
on a defense request. 
Moore met with Miss Davis 
in her jail cell after Thurs­ 
day’s hearing and came out 
smiling. He said he was not 
disappointed in the judge’s 
rulings, although he wanted 
the trial held in San Fran­ 
cisco, Oakland or Los Ang­ 
eles. 
Arnason, the sixth judge to 
preside in the case, said the 
trial would be held in the 
small courtroom at the heav­ 
ily secured Santa Clara Coun­ 
ty courthouse as previously 
planned.

Meany’s rem arks reflected 
a softer approach than the 
statement, approved two days 
earlier by the labor council, 
which “whole heartedly sup­ 
ported busing to improve the 
educational 
opportunities 
of 
the children,” but pledged to 
“oppose 
the 
constitutional 
amendment approach because 
it will do a disservice to the 
quality, integrated education 
which we support.” 
However, Meany said that 
when the statement was ap­ 
proved on Tuesday, the coun­ 
cil had not been aware of 
Jackson’s proposal.

Blacks Agree 
White House insiders say 
the President not only has ta­ 
ken what they view as the 


popular side as far as white 
parents are concerned,

also can show black leaders 
who oppose a presidential an­ 
tibusing stand that “over half 
the

country 
agree with him on busing.” 
Some of Nixon’s rivals, or 
potential rivals, in this presi­ 
dential election year have de­ 
clared opposition, as firm as 
Nixon’s,

busing. 
Others 
have taken more qualified po­ 
sitions. 
Only one presidential candi­ 
date, 
Democratic 
contender 
Henry M. Jackson, appears to 
be ahead of Nixon at this mo­ 
ment on this issue. While Ni­ 
xon has assigned his admin­ 
istrative aides to come up 
with the best approach, Jack­ 
son already has one. 
Jackson has proposed a con- 


stitutional 
amendment 
that 
calls flatly for a “ freedom of 
choice.”

He said 
the criticism was that the 
hooks offended minorities, but 
he would not reveal who com­ 
plained. 
"The abandoning of these 
classics due to the objections 
of a small group is an attack 
on the educational system in

High School said in their let­ 
ter to a local newspaper.

A few displayed other signs, 
including one which said, “ If 
Richard Nixon won't stop bus­ 
ing, George Wallace will.” 
A yellow school bus bearing 
“ White Power” and “ Gas the 
race m ixers” signs and swas­ 
tika insignia Joined one sec­ 
tion of the motorcade on In- 
24 
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terstate 95 between Richmond 
and Washington. Inside were 
a half-dozen men wearing riot 
helmets, brown uniforms and 
swastika armbands, symbolic 
of the Nazi party.

DEAR DR. LAMB—I am 
about 30 pounds overweight 
and have decided on dieting. I 
was informed by a friend that

my normal weight. I was told 
by another person that dieting 
and exercising together were 
an unbeatable combination. I 
would appreciate your opinion 
on which would be best.

Reader—Losing 
ex­ 


cess body fat is a simple 
procedure of using more ca­ 
lories than you eat. One way 
of using calories is by excer- 
cising. Quite clearly, if you 
are able to restrict your ca­ 
lorie intake at the same tim e 
you are increasing your ca­ 
lories used, you will lose ex­ 
cess fat more rapidly. 
V/hen a num ber of people 
exercise, they stim ulate their 
appetite and really don’t stay 
on their diet. A sensible re­ 


duction in your calorie intake 
with a sensible exercise pro­ 
gram maintained on a con­ 
tinuing basis will produce re­ 
markable results in a period 
of several months. To lose 30 
pounds in a sensible m anner 
it will possibly be close to a 
year’s project, but you can do 
it sensibly and comfortably if 
you will take the time and not 
try either a crash diet or a 
crash exercise effort.

arthritis 
and 
prednisone

m illigrams). 
My husband has been on that 
for some time. What are the 
effects if any on that low a 
dose of prednisone? He was

What is in ACTH? 
Dear Reader—ACTH stands 
for 
Adreno 
Cortico 
Tropic 


Hormone. Adreno Cortico re-’ 
fers to the adrenal cortex, the 
small gland over the kidney 
w h i c h 
produces 
cortisone 
naturally. Prednisone is a pu­ 
rified 
medicine 
which 
has 
many of the effects of corti­ 
sone but not quite as many 
adverse side effects. Tropic 
refers to stimulating and H to 
Hormone so basically ACTH 
is a hormone from the pituita­ 
ry gland beneath the brain 
( t h e 
m aster 
gland) 
that 
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stimulates production of the 
a d r e n a l 
hormone. 
Thus 
prednisone and ACTH have 
sim ilar effects. 
It is usually not good to 
stay on high doses of corti­ 
sone, prednisone, or 
ACTH 
for arthritis. I would suspect 
that your doctor has changed 
your husband’s medication to 
keep him from having undesi­ 
rable complications and still 
try to help control his arth­ 
ritis.

PARENT ALERT — The current issue of Consum er Reports 
sa y s eight of 11 baby’s pacifiers it exam in ed had potential 
safety problem s. 
The hazard in m ost involves a sm all plastic or rubber insert 
in the nipple, apparently placed there to support and stiffen it. 
The insert is a sm all tube about three-quarters of an inch 
long, which the m agazine says, is such that a baby could 
sw ailow it or gei it lodged in his windpipe. 
Such inserts can be rem oved if the baby takes the pacifier 
apart, and rem oving the insert is easiest when the pacifier is 
w et, a s is usual when being used by a baby. 
There is one model on the m arket filled with edible gelatin, 
in which Consumer Reports says m oldiness could develop. 
"The best pacifier for the baby is one that poses neither the 


potential hazard of a nipple insert nor gelatin."

The 
work is done under a locai anesthetic and is painless. 
Im planting is carried out in three m ajor steps. First, an 
im pression is m ade of the contour of the jawbone. Next, a tiny 
m etal saddle with a peg is constructed to fit over the bone. And 
finally, a new tooth (or set of several) is fitted and cem ented 
into place. 
F am ily Health M agazine says that the im plant will never 
cause a toothache. When it bites down, how ever, there is a 
sensation of pressure a s with a living tooth. 
Although im plants cannot decay, they require special care. 
I hey must be cleaned daily with a toothbrush and preferably 
also w ith a w ater-jet device, and they m ust be cleaned by a 
dentist every three m onths. In the event of a serious inflam ­ 
m ation, the im plant m ay have to be rem oved. 
"As to the fees for im plant dentistry," Dr. Ehrlich told us, 
"they are costly but, until exam ination and consultation is 
perform ed, a fee cannot be determ ined."

Form 1040 Makes 


'Pulsars' Easy 


Discovered in 1967, “pulsars” are the remains of 
burncd-out stars that have collapsed into masses of 
such density that if the earth were similarly con­ 
densed it would have a diameter of only 200 feet. 
Though they arc too cold to give out light, pulsars 
omit radio signals — pulsate — at very regular 
rates. Most of them, that is. For some unknown rea­ 
son. two of the fastest pulsars suddenly jump their 
pusc rate every once in a while by a few parts in a 
billion. 
One of them is iho famous “( rah pulsar,” located 
in ihe Crab nebula, which spins at 2.0 revolutions a 
second and has a mass equal to that of the sun but 
a diameter ot only 15 miles. 
Two physicists at the University of Illinois, Profs. 
David Pines and Jacob Shaham, now propose that 
“starquakes” — shifts in the star’s crust — may be 
responsible for the sudden speedups of radio signals. 
They calculate that a change in the Crab pulsar’s 
frequency of one part in a billion may be caused by 
a change in the star’s equatorial radius of only a 
few thousandths of an inch. 
These figures, they say, reflect both the extraor­ 
dinary density of the star and the accuracy ot as­ 
tronomical timing observations of an object some 
5,000 light years, or 2.0 quadrillion miles, away. 
If this sort of thing makes you feel kind of stupid, 
it may be some comfort to realize that these guys 
tear their hair out plotting figures on Schedule A, B, 
etc., transferring same to Line 46, P art II, Form 
1040, and juggling them with a finely adjusted calcu­ 
lation from Line 18 according to complex formulas 
in Tax Rate Schedule, X, Y or Z or whatever, in 
hopes o! arriving at a final figure on Line 27 that 
makes sense.

Man-made Diamonds 


Industry Boon 


Whatever significance they may have for the fair 
sex, diamonds are definitely one of industry’s best 
friends. 
To be exact, man-made diamonds. Or to be more 
exact, “Man-Made,” with capital letters. This is the 
trademark of the company which proved the feasibil­ 
ity of commercial production of synthetic diamonds 
15 years ago and which remains the world’s leading 
producer. 
It was in February, 1957, just one year after an­ 
nouncing the capability to make diamonds, that 
General Electric delivered its first customer shipments 
—a total of about 10,000 carats^ or a little more than 70 
ounces, with a value of about 850,000. 
Today, manufactured diamonds account for more 
than 50 per cent of all the industrial diamond abr­ 
asive used world wide and the price is half what it 
was in 1957. 
Man-Made diamond is made by heating graphite 
and a metal catalyst — it can be chromium, mang­ 
anese. iron or any of a number of other metals — to 
high temperature while applying high pressures. 
The idea is to duplicate nature’s own pressure cook­ 
er a hundrt d or more miles inside the earth. 
The graphite dissolves in the catalyst and, provided 
that the pressure is maintained, crystallizes as dia­ 
mond when the temperature is reduced. The pro­ 
ducts are usually less than a 200th of a carat in 
weight. 
But that’s big enough. And because of the steady 
supplv and because many different types of dia­ 
m o n d s can be created by controlling what goes into 
the pressure cooker, artificial diamond has become 
a major tool. 
Industrial diamond today is used to slice germa­ 
nium semiconductors, polish the surface of wafer- 
thin silicon crystals, cut cured conc rete, masonry 
and slabs of marble and granite, take the rough 
edges olf automobile glass, cut and polish gem 
stones, drill holes in por< lea in insulators, sharpen 
ultra-hard tungsten carbon tools, and so on and on 
and on.

When that happens, two of 
the three elevators down to 
the subw ay are reserved ex­ 
clusively for m em bers.

estim ates,” 
the 
senator said. 


The departm ent’s estim ates 
for the work were $2,253,721 
and four of nine bids received 
by the Office of Architecture 
and Construction were below 
that figure, Mott reported to 
Sen. Coombs. 


Apparent low bidders are:

Coombs said Mott expects 
work to be completed in tim e 
for operation by the U.S. Fo­ 
rest

when the lake is expected to 
be full. Funds for the project 
will come from the $60 mil­ 
lion Recreation and Fish and 
Wildlife 
Enhancement 
Bond 
Act approved by 
voters 
in 
1970. 
The first stage development 
will be mainly in the Sawpit 
Canyon area of the 995-acre 
lake, Coombs said, and will 
consist of a boat launching 
ram p, 
access 
and 
internal 
roads, parking for 620 cars, 
plus 
185 
autom obiles 
with 
boat trailers, a beach, sanita­ 
ry 
facilities, 
including 
four 
lloating comfort stations, uti­ 
lities, landscaping and service 
buildings. 
Coombs said that Mott ad­ 
vised him that, in addition, 
there will be a number of 
boat-in 
facilities with 
land­ 
scaped picnic sites and sa- 


nitary facilities at Cham ise, 
Liveoak and Sycam ore 
lan­ 
ding areas on the lake. 
The second stage of the Sil­ 
verwood Lake program will 
be put out for bid in the fall, 
with a completion target date 
of June 1974, Mott said, ad­ 
ding that stage three will go 
out for bid in late 1973 for 
completion som e tim e in 1975. 
Second - stage 
development 
will be in the Cleghorn Cove 
and Miller Canyon areas, and 
will feature a mile and one- 
half of bicycle paths and two 
m iles of hiking trails in the 
Miller Canyon area. 
Group and fam ily cam psites 
near the west fork of the Mo­ 
jave River will be features of 
stage three, along with con­ 
struction of a large day-use 
area in the Lower M esa area, 
Coombs 
said,

that, when fully completed, 
the new recreation area will 
have 13 m iles of shoreline to 
provide water-oriented recre­ 
ation for an estim ated 1.5 mil­ 
lion visitors a year.

and 
Lewis 
indi­ 
cated some com prom ises on 
the city’s strict new housing 
standards might be reached. 
Lewis Homes recently aban­ 
doned 
a 
proposed 
47-unit 
housing tract proposed west 
of the San Antonio Channel, 
north of Orchard Street, con­ 
tending 
that 
it 
could 
not- 
meet 
the planning 
com m is­ 
sion’s special 
conditions on 
construction and landscaping. 
The 
com m ission 
told 
the 
builder it would not approve 
the tracts precise plan of des­ 
ign unless the firm modified 
the design in the roofs, fronts, 
m a s o n r y , driveways, and 
number of fireplaces. 
Lewis abandoned the prop­ 
osed tract saying simply the 
homes would not sell. Cro- 
well-Leventhal

tract from Lewis and sought 
approval for precise plans of 
design from the commission. 
The commission denied Cro- 
well-Levanthal approval of its 
plans unless 
they

Lewis appealed the plann­ 
ing commission decision

several other conditions. 
The com m ission indicated, 


although not unanimously, it

but to no less than com posi­ 
tion shingle and reduce the 
m asonry requirements some 
what. 
On the first tract the com ­ 
mission said at least one-third 
of the homes should have fire­ 
places, 
but 
on 
the 
second 
tract, on Mills Avenue, fire­ 
places would be optional. 
The 
commission 
felt 
the 
first tract w as in a more desi­ 
rable area than in the second 
tract, and thus would have fe­ 
wer special conditions. 
Lewis is expected to reap­ 
pear before the commission 
after he receives final tract 
approval, to further discuss 
the precise plans of design on 
the

developments 
and 
seek its approval.

In Bankruptcy

Q—In 1957 I purchased 7,000 shares of Edgemont Mining & 
Uranium at 4 cents a share—total cost $297. In order to establ­ 
ish a tax loss for 1971, 1 asked my broker to sell the shares. 
He informed me that there was no market whatsoever for th 
shares and that the stock was considered worthless. My ques­ 
tion is how and for what vear can I take this loss?—S.V.

A—If this corporation has in fact filed bankruptcy and for­ 
feited its charter, you may claim a tax loss only for that year 
in which the charter was forfeited. Since this forfeiture may 
have taken place several years ago you would, in that case, 
have to file an amended return for that year. In order to 
determine whether the charter was rescinded, and in what 
year, you should write to the secretary of the state in which 
the company is or was incorporated. 
On the other hand, should you find that no forfeiture has 
taken place you will be in a more tenuous tax position. How­ 
ever, you may sell your shares for a nominal amount at “ auc­ 
tion” in order to establish an actual loss. 


Q — I hold OIC shares of Cavanagh Communities. Although 
earnings are up strongly share price keeps dropping. Am 1 
unaware of some problem? — A. S. 


A — Pressure exerted by a 1 million-share secondary offer­ 
ing in December at $5 temporarily depressed Cavanagh. Re­ 
covery since has outpaced the market. Land development com­ 
panies have been under a cloud recently because of their ac­ 
counting 
methods.

Cavanagh 
collects 
installments 
amounting to 10 per cent of a property’s sale price, full selling 
price is taken as revenue. Reserves to cover future losses 
from contract cancellations amount to 19 per cent of total 
receivables.

DEAR DR. MILLER: Why 
would a dog who has paid no 
attention to weather in years 
past — or any attention to this 
winter's weather up to now — 
suddenly 
become 
sissitied? 
Clem has suddenly decided he 
hates cold weather 
and 
I 
practically have to push him 
outside to get him to do any­ 
thing. Even then, he is back 
huddled on the doorstep 30 
seconds later, 
shivering as 
though he had been through 
the winter’s worst blizzard. 
Don't tell me to get him a 
coat; 
he’s already wearing 
one, a big and heavy coat 
that comes clear down below 
his ankles. What gives with 
him?— V. F. 
Dear V. F.: Clem’s cold- 
phobia can possibly be traced 
to some physical or, less like­ 
ly. pshcyological problem. He 
may simply have a current 
crop of aches and pains that 
are aggravated by the cold. 
In any event, his recent refus­ 
als to face the wintry weather 
justify a checkup. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: I live 
in a rather large apartment 
house that allows cats, and a 
lot of people in here have 
them.

Dear N. M.: Vaccines cur­ 
rently available for respirato­ 
ry viruses in the feline are, 
unfortunately, very limited to 
their scope. Most cats haven’t 
had this protection anyway 
and those who are vaccinated 
are usually vaccinated only 
for feline distemper. Certainly 
this vaccine cannot be ex­ 
pected to have any protective 
effect against the respiratory 
group of viruses. Distemper 
protection will, however, pro­ 
tect the feline “ flu” victim 
from coming down with dis­ 
temper at the same time. 
Some of the respiratory vi­ 
ruses carry a high morality 
rate; some are comparatively 
mild. The luckless feline who 
is attacked by both respirato­ 
ry and distemper viruses at 
the same time often does not 
survive even with intensive 
treatment and care. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: 
It’s 
my canary, Yellow Fellow, 
I ’m worried about. He has 
been looking a bit peaked 
lately. Could he have worms, 
I wonder? — L. 0. 
Dear L. 0.: Although cana­ 
ries can have worms, odds 
are that Yellow Fellow has 
not been exposed to a source 
of infective parasites. Unless 
he has somehow been arrang­ 
ing secret rendezvous with a 
c h i c k you 
know 
nothing 
about, his peaked look almost 
certainly comes from some 
other cause.

DEAR DR. BROTHERS: I 
have an 
11-month 
old-baby 
boy who I think has become 
too heavy. Others are noticing 
this too; 
my 
in-laws 
have 
started 
calling 
him 
“ little 
pumpkin,” which makes my 
skin crawl. I guess I’m espe­ 
cially 
weight-conscious 
be­ 
cause during my first year at 
college I put on an extra 20 
pounds, and until I lost them, 
through much anguish and ef­ 
fort, I felt lonely and mise­ 
rable. My husband, who eats 
all he wants and still stays 
thin, says I worry too much, 
and our pediatrician says I 
have an adorable plump baby 
who will grow thin in time. 
Meanwhile I am very nervous 
and upset. Am I wrong to be 
concerned about his weight at 
this stage? — J. M. 


Dear J.M .: A young parent 
often identifies with her first­ 
born and plans and imagines 
the kind of future the child 
will have. 
It is 
understandable 
that 
you want your child to enjoy 
opportunities you may have 
been denied and to want your 
child to avoid problems you 
experienced. Your past weight 
problem is really what is be­ 
hind your present worry. 


However you should realize 
many students experience a 
substantial weight gain during 
their first year of college. An 
unusually high percentage of 
freshman girls go through a 
period of weight gain, mainly 
because of the anxieties of 
the first semester and the 
late-night 
eating 
habits 
so 


common in dormitories. Also, 
overeating during such “ ad­ 
justment periods” often is a 
way of avoiding the new prob­ 
lems an individual can’t cope 
with. 


When your own adjustment 
period ended you apparently 
were able to return to your 
normal eating habits. 


Now that you notice your 
infant putting on weight—a 
development considered nor­ 
mal at this age — you are 
identifying with him and re­ 
calling a painful period you 
had hoped to erase from your 
memory. Your anguish over 
your-in-laws’ 
remarks 
indi­ 
cates that you are re-living 
the ridicule you suffered dur­ 
ing your student days. 
Certainly a parent should 
be concerned with her child’s 
eating habits. Excessive eat­ 
ing and a pocr diet can cause 
a cell build-up in the first 
three years of life which may 
make it almost imposible for 
a child to avoid permanent 
weight problems. This means 
it is especially important dur­ 
ing the pre-school years to 
provide 
a 
healthy and ba­ 
lanced diet. 
Hereditary is also an im­ 
portant factor. According to a 
recent 
medical 
journal 
ar­ 
ticle, a child of two slender 
parents, such as you and your 
husband, 
will 
probably 
be 
slender himself, while a child 
of two 
heavy 
parents 
will 
tend to be overweight. 
Be- 
c a u s e 
hereditary 
factors 
which promote obesity tend to 


be “ dominant,” the child of 
one slender and one heavy 
parent is more likely to be 
heavy and needs a more care­ 
fully watched diet. 


It 
is 
important that you 
don’t 
become 
overly 
con­ 
cerned 
about 
your 
child’s 
weight. If you do, he will 
sense it and learn to associate 
eating with rewards (when he 
eats little) 
and punishment 
(when he overeats), instead 
of seeing eating as a routine 
body function. 


Rememer, each child has 
different 
eating 
capacities. 
Like your husband, your son 
probably 
has 
a 
large 
ap­ 
petite and will thin out as he 
becomes more active. Most 
pediatricians agree that tod­ 
dlers are rather amazing in 
knowing how much or how 
little they can safely eat with 
an 
abnormal 
weight 
gain. 
Your job is to see that the 
food offered is basically nutri­ 
tional.

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Avoid Sloppiness With Good Measuring Tools 


Holes that are off center, 
cuts 
that 
are not 
square, 
shelves that are not level, in­ 
stallations that are not plumb 
— these all too often indicate 
a do-it-yourself project. 
You can avoid sloppy work. 
Measure 
everything 
twice, 
then again if there is any 
doubt. Use the proper tools. 
Wooden 
yardsticks 
given 
away as advertisements are 
fine for rough measurements 
but don’t rely on them. Ends 
wear easily and the yard­ 
sticks get damaged and war­ 
ped after a short time. 
But yourself a good rule for 
measuring. 
Convenient 
are 
the folding six and eight foot 
rules that are only eight in­ 
ches long when closed. They 
are tipped with brass so that 
they will not become inaccu­ 
rate due to wear. 
Flexible 
steel 
rules 
are 
verv 
convenient. 
The 
rule 


spools up into a case about 
two inches square. Such rules 
are more finely graduated 
than wood. A hook on the end 
makes them easy to use. 


Get one with a case that 
has one flat side and a hook 
that is movable for inside and 
outside measuremenits. When 
taking an inside measurement 
just add the size of the case. 


When you have measured 
and marked a line remember 
that the thickness of the line 
can affect the finished work if 
you are going to cut along it. 
A metal scriber or a knife 
will make a thin line. Dull 
pencils make lines that are 
too thick for accuracy. 
Get a try-square to check 
th e 
squareness 
of 
small 
boards, or the squareness of 
joints before 
making them 
permanent. 
A 
combination 
square provides the 90-degree 


angle of a try-square and a 
45-degree angle as well. 
Other angles are marked 
off with a bevel or sliding 
T-bevel which is a try-square 
with an adjustable blade for 
angles from 0 to ISO degrees. 
Use a protractor to get the 
proper setting. 


A divider has two steel 
points, a compass has a pen­ 
cil for one point. Use them 
for marking small arcs and 
circles or 
for 
making off 
equal distances along a line. 


When laying out a long line, 
instead of trying to draw a 
line from point to point, use a 
chalk line. A piece of string 
rubbed 
in 
blue 
chalk 
is 
stretched between measured 
points, then lifted slightly and 
snapped against the surface. 
What is left is a straight blue 
kne. Use this method when 
laying floor tile or wall tile.

In bygone days, the theory 
was that Roses weren't good 
mixters in the garden. Modern 
rose culture has pretty well 
exploded that myth.

Until a decision is reached, 
Garey is the SAL basketall 
champion. 
However, should the protest

Gloom spread quickly over 
the pit area at Daytona Inter­ 
national Speedway as word of 
Hassler’s death spread.

Spencer, who was the first 
driver to reach Hassler’s car 
in the jumbled wreckage on 
the backstretch of the 2.5-mile 
speedway. 


The acc ident happened on 
the 18th lap as the field, tig­ 
htly bunched following a cau­ 
tion flag, screamed down the 
long backstretch at 200 miles 
per hour. David Boggs blew a 
tire on his Dodge and sudden- 


ly debris was flying every­ 
where,
